Many times people worry 
when they find thelr temperature 
Is slightly higher than usual 
Often they have no need’ to 
worry. A person can have slight 
variations from his own normal 
temperature, © 


Different Conclusions 


Throughout the years,’ various 
investigators have repeatedly 
reached different conclusions as 
to what !s the normal tempera~ 
ture. All agroe, however, that 
98.6 is not necessarily right for 
everybody, : 

It is ‘no@ recognised that no 
one can select a fixed: tempera~ 
ture and: cali It right. for an 
‘Individual.’ fe must learn ‘to 
understand thas the temperature 
can shift over a normal range. 
We shall then realise’ that the 
(mportant thing is the shift of 
temperature: away -from-the nore 
mal range, or back toward Lt, 

There dre'several ways of tak- 
ing the temperature — beneath 
the arm, in'the mouth or in the 
rectum, The first two are sub- 
ject to many ercors. | 

It has been found that the 
difference between mouth. and 
rectal temperatures is 0.8 of a
